Report  of  the  Treasurer 

The  year  has  been  a  busy  one.  The  annual  report  which 
is  sent  to  the  PubHc  Utilities  Corporation  at  Concord  was 
not  acceptable  and  they  requested  that  it  be  corrected.  To 
do  this  properly  Mr.  Blodgett  and  I  went  to  Concord  three 
times.  Also  Mr.  Gagnon  of  the  Public  Utilities  Corporation 
came  to  Charlestown  to  assist  in  setting  up  a  bookkeeping 
system  which  would  insure  an  acceptable  yearly  return. 

While  at  the  Public  Utilities  Corporation  we  were  ad- 
vised by  them  how  our  water  system  financial  situation 
should  and  could  be  improved.  They  have  assisted  other 
towns  of  the  state  in  similar  circumstances. 

We  learned  that  the  town  should  have  been  collecting 
more  money  from  the  users  through  higher  rates.  There  has 
been  but  one  increase  in  rates  since  the  system  was  installed, 
and  that  was  a  small  incrase.  If  this  had  been  done  we  would 
and  that  was  a  small  increase.  If  this  had  been  done  we 
would  have  been  able  to  establish  a  surplus  to  draw  on  in  case 
of  an  emergency. 

The  1959  Balance  Sheet  of  the  Water  Department  re- 
flects Plant  in  the  amount  of  $143,453.00.    The  Plant  has 
been  paid  for  from  the  following  funds. 
Depreciation  $57,876.00 

Net  income  over  the  years  76,113.00 

Contributions  from  customers  9,464.00 

$143,453.00 

There  is  no  debt  or  municipal  investment  outstanding. 

Sound  utility  operation  requires  that  sufficient  re- 
venues be  derived  from  all  classes  of  consumers,  including 
hydrant  rentals,  to  pay  the  utility's  operation  and  main- 
tenance expenses,  depreciation,  taxes,  and  reasonable  inter- 
est on  bonds,  or  municipal  investment.  Depreciation  is  an  al- 
lowance which  the  consumer  pays  for  the  wearing  out  of  old 
plant.  These  depreciation  funds  may  be  used  for  new  con- 
struction or  payment  on  bonds,  or  municipal  investment 
outstanding,  and  are  required  to  be  included  as  an  expense 
of  a  Municipal  water  company  by  New  Hampshire  law. 

The  1959  income  statement  shows  that  expenses  exceed 
revenues  in  the  amount  of  $2,259.00.  Therefore,  water  rates 
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have  to  be  increased  by  at  least  this  amount.  However,  if 
there  is  new  construction  contemplated  for  a  sizeable 
amount,  new  capital  will  be  needed  upon  which  interest  will 
have  to  be  paid.  Also,  a  small  amount  of  revenues  should  go 
to  surplus  each  year  to  provide  for  contingencies.  Therefore, 
a  rate  increase  should  also  provide  for  these  items.  The 
1959  annual  report  also  discloses  that  additions  to  plant  were 
$7,502.00  for  that  year  of  which  $3,128.00  was  provided  for 
by  1959  depreciation,  and  the  remainder  by  prior  years'  de- 
preciation money.  Cash  on  hand  is  only  $625.00.  Therefore, 
any  sizeable  additions  to  plant  in  the  near  future  will  have 
to  come  from  new  capital. 

The  system  is  living  on  borrowed  time  and  a  serious  con- 
dition might  arise  which  would  mean  a  very  sizable  expendi- 
ture for  nearly  complete  renovation.  To  lighten  the  load 
when  that  time  arrives  it  is  imperative  that  a  yearly  surplus 
is  shown.  Therefore,  it  is  imperative  that  new  revenue  be 
found.  This  can  come  by  an  increase  in  water  rentals,  and 
hydrant  rentals.  If  the  town  does  not  grant  rental  for  the 
hydrants  the  increase  must  come  through  water  rentals.

This  financial  report  covers  the  first  full  year  of  service 
by  the  Association. 

The  current  year  is  showing  a  substantial  increase  in 
the  number  of  calls,  420  calls  having  been  made  between 
July  1,  1960  and  December  31,  1960,  as  compared  with  378 
calls  for  the  entire  first  year,  July  1,  1959  to  June  30,  1960. 

Because  of  this  increased  income  from  nurse's  calls,  we 
feel  that  we  need  ask  for  only  $500  this  year,  instead  of  the 
$1,000  granted  in  previous  years. 

The  work  has  not  only  increased,  but  has  been  increas- 
ingly varied,  ranging  from  physical  therapy  to  new  baby 
care.  Mrs.  Sanderson  w^ent  to  Hanover  for  instruction  in  the 
special  physical  therapy  needed  by  one  patient,  and  has  also, 
with  other  local  nurses,  received  instruction  in  the  use  of 
the  resuscitator. 

The  nursing  service  is  still  on  a  part-time  basis,  Mrs. 
Sanderson  being  on  duty  forenoons,  Monday  through  Friday, 
with  Miss  Elizabeth  Ahern  acting  as  substitute. 
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Equipment  and  supplies  have  been  purchased  as  the 
need  arose,  or  when  there  was  an  opportunity  to  make  a  con- 
siderable saving.  The  Association  is  fortunate  in  having  re- 
ceived the  gift  of  some  sick-room  equipment. 

The  directors  feel  that  the  work  is  showing  a  satisfac- 
tory rate  of  growth  and  a  value  that  can  best  be  measured 
in  terms  of  its  contribution  to  the  comfort  and  well-being 
of  the  patients.

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Charlestown,  I  here- 
with submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Teaching  Staff 

We  wish  to  report  the  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  this 
year.  The  following  instructors  were  hired  to  begin  service 
in  the  Charlestown  schools  this  past  September: 

Mr.  Chandler  Mosher  was  appointed  Principal  of  the 
Holden  School.  He  succeeded  Mr.  Stuart  Carter,  who  is  now 
employed  elsewhere.  Mr.  Mosher  is  agraduate  of  Castleton 
Teachers'  College  in  Vermont,  and  also  holds  a  Master's 
Degree  from  the  University  of  Vermont.  He  was  formerly  a 
teacher  and  Principal  of  an  elementary  school  in  Charlotte, 
Vermont.  He  has  had  six  years  of  experience  in  public  school 
service  in  Vermont. 

Mr.  William  Hall  was  appointed  instructor  in  Mathe- 
matics, English  and  Social  Studies.  He  succeeded  Mrs.  Nancy 
Eaton  who  has  left  the  teaching  profession.  Mr.  Hall  gradu- 
ated from  Princeton  University  and  taught  the  past  four 
years  at  Unity. 

Miss  Annette  LaFrank  was  appointed  instructor  in  Eng- 
lish. She  succeeded  Miss  Margaret  Stoughton  who  resigned  to 
accept  a  position  in  Ashland,  Mass.  Miss  LaFrank  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  Keene  Teachers'  College  and  has  also  done  graduate 
work  at  Boston  University.

Superintendent's  Proposals  for  Next  Year 

1.  The  employment  of  a  Teacher  Aide  at  the  Holden 
School  to  assist  teachers  in  the  many  non-academic  assign- 
ments associated  with  the  operation  of  the  school.  This 
would  relieve  teachers  to  give  them  more  time  for  the  actual 
teaching  responsibilities  in  the  classroom. 

2.  The  construction  of  an  additional  classroom  in  the 
high  school,  on  the  second  floor  over  the  present  stage. 
This  would  provide  space  for  additional  needed  class  capacity. 

3.  Continuing  the  project  in  Science,  to  purchase  more 
equipment  for  that  department  under  the  National  Defense 
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Act.    Fifty  percent  of  this  outlay  would  be  reimbursed  by 
the  Government. 

4.    The  participation  of  the  Charlestown  School  District 
in  the  support  of  a  class  for  Mentally  Retarded  Children. 
Such  a  project  would  require  a  contribution  from  each  of  the 
towns  in  Union  No.  5,  and  be  financed  on  a  Union  Basis. 
Maintenance  and  Building  Improvements 

The  maintenance  in  the  several  buildings  has  been  kept 
at  a  high  standard.  We  are  very  grateful  and  appreciative  of 
the  efforts  of  Mr.  LaForge,  Mr.  Ambrose  and  Mr.  Sawyer. 
Mr.  Ambrose  resigned  as  of  December  1st  and  Mr.  Arnold 
was  appointed  full  time  custodian.  Mr.  LaForge  has  been 
transferred  to  the  High  School,  with  Mr.  Arnold  assigned 
to  the  Holden  School. 

During  the  summer  all  buildings  were  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  floors  refinished.  Much  was  done  to  improve 
our  buildings  and  increase  their  efficiency.  New  lights  were 
installed  at  the  Holden  School  and  the  sanitary  facilities 
were  completely  renovated.  Several  rooms  at  the  High 
School  were  redecorated.

Four  Years  of  Progress 

I  am  sure  the  citizens  of  Charlestown  will  be  interested 
to  know  of  the  many  changes  and  improvements  which  have 
been  made  since  the  summer  of  1957.  We  should  commend 
the  members  of  the  School  Board  for  their  eff'orts  to  raise 
the  standards  of  Education  and  improve  the  school  facilities 
in  the  interest  of  our  children.  We  are  pleased  to  comment 
as  follows : 

1.  The  two  classrooms  at  the  Farwell  School  have  been 
redecorated. 

2.  New  flourescent  lights  have  been  installed  in  the 
classrooms  at  the  Farwell  School. 

3.  The  basement  room  at  the  Farwell  School  has  been 
renovated  and  is  now  used  as  an  all-purpose  room  as  well 
as  facilities  for  remedial  reading  groups. 

4.  The  Remedial  Program  has  been  expanded  to  include 
one  day  a  week  at  the  Farwell  School. 

5.  Full  time  janitorial  service  has  now  been  provided 
for  the  Holden  and  Stucco  Schools,  replacing  student  help 
which  had  been  used  for  daily  work,  as  well  as  for  summer 
cleaning. 
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6.  New  flourescent  lights  have  been  installed  in  all 
classrooms  of  the  Holden  School. 

7.  All  toilet  facilities  at  the  Holden  School  have  been 
completely  renovated  and  new  modern  fixtures  have  been 
installed. 

8.  Changes  have  been  made  in  the  heating  plant  at 
the  Holden  School.  The  boiler  has  been  relined  with  high 
temperature  refractory  brick  and  oil  burner  installed. 

9.  All  elementary  grades  from  Grade  2  through  6  have 
been  organized  on  an  ability  group  basis.  This  plan  has  bene- 
fited not  only  the  pupils  but  the  teachers  as  well. 

10.  Additional  fire  extinguishers  have  been  installed 
in  the  Holden  School  and  many  renovations  made  to  improve 
conditions  as  a  precaution  against  fire  hazards. 

11.  New  flourescent  lights  have  been  installed  in  the 
Stucco  School. 

12.  Eight  of  the  regular  classrooms  in  the  Holden 
School  have  been  redecorated. 

13.  Two  additional  teachers  have  been  assigned  to  the 
High  School  to  cut  down  on  the  extremely  heavy  teacher 
loads  due  to  the  increasing  school  population. 

14.  The  English  classes  at  the  High  School  have  been 
set  up  on  a  "Two  Track  System".  This  has  enabled  us  to 
separate  college  preparatory  students  from  general  course 
pupils. 

15.  Nearly  $2,000  has  been  spent  on  the  purchase  of 
new  Science  equipment.  This  has  strengthened  this  depart- 
ment immeasureably.  Under  the  National  Defense  Act,  50% 
of  this  cost  was  shared  by  the  State. 

16.  A  salary  schedule  for  teachers  was  adopted  as  a 
step  toward  increasing  the  retentive  power  of  our  faculty  and 
to  attract  better  teachers  to  our  local  schools. 

17.  One  new  classroom  has  been  built  in  the  basement 
of  the  High  School  and  is  now  being  equipped  for  use  as  a 
Biology  Laboratory. 

18.  A  new  athletic  field  has  been  developed  on  the  town 
owned  property  just  south  of  the  High  School.  We  now  have 
facilities  for  baseball  as  well  as  soccer. 

19.  Last  year  soccer,  as  a  varsity  sport,  was  added  to 
our  recreational  program.  This  has  provided  another  school 
activity  for  boys  not  interested  in  basketball  or  baseball. 
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20.  The  Superintendent's  office  has  been  moved  out  of 
the  High  School,  providing  space  for  one  additional  class- 
room on  the  first  floor, 

21.  A  part-time  clerk  is  now  employed  at  the  High 
School  building  to  assist  the  Principal  in  his  detail  work  of 
administration. 

22.  The  new  suite  of  offices  in  the  Postoffice  Building 
provides  more  adequate  facilities  for  operation  of  the  Union 
Supervisory  responsibilities.  A  full  time  clerk  is  now  em- 
ployed by  Union  No.  5,  enabling  us  to  give  much  better  ser- 
vice to  the  nine  schools  located  in  the  six  towns  comprising 
our  local  Union. 

23.  The  insurance  coverage  on  all  school  buildings  has 
been  reviewed  by  our  local  agents.  The  program  has  been 
increased  in  keeping  with  the  rising  costs  of  building  re- 
placements. We  now  have  better  protection  under  a  single 
blanket  policy  at  lower  premium  rates. 

Hopes  for  the  Future 

Your  Superintendent  has  recommended  to  the  School 
Board  the  building  and  equipping  of  a  language  laboratory 
fcr  the  Charlestown  High  School.  Such  a  laboratory  would 
recognize  the  new  approach  to  the  teaching  of  modern 
foreign  languages,  and  help  immeasureably  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  our  students  who  plan  to  attend  college. 

As  soon  as  finances  will  permit,  it  is  imperative  that  we 
relieve  our  High  School  Principal  of  classroom  teaching 
assignments,  and  put  school  administration  and  guidance 
on  a  full  time  basis.  To  make  this  change  in  the  staff  would 
require  the  hiring  of  an  additional  teacher. 

In  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Charlestown  School 
Board,  I  wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  interest  in 
and  support  of  our  schools.  We  shall  endeavor  to  move  for- 
ward to  elevate  the  standards  of  education,  to  improve 
working  conditions  for  teachers,  and  provide  more  generous- 
ly for  the  welfare  of  our  children.

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CHARLESTOWN  HIGH  SCHOOL 
PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

In  submitting  my  second  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  Charlestown  High  School,  I  shall  attempt  to  summarize 
some  of  the  important  developments  that  have  taken  place 
in  our  curriculum  and  activities  program  for  the  1960-1961 
academic  year. 

English  Curriculum 

The  English  program  for  grades  seven  through  twelve 
which  was  formulated  last  year  after  a  series  of  meetings 
of  the  teachers  in  the  English  department,  has  been  put  in 
effect  this  year.  All  classes  are  using  the  texts  and  recom- 
mended course  of  study  of  the  American  Book  Company  in 
correlation  with  the  new  state  course  of  study  in  English. 
Units  in  poetry,  short  story,  and  the  classics  are  being  taught 
in  Senior  High  with  more  stress  being  put  on  grammer, 
spelling,  and  vocabulary  building  in  the  Junior  High.  The 
reading  laboratory  has  been  used  in  the  seventh  and  eleventh 
grades  and  later  this  year  will  be  used  in  the  twelfth  grade 
to  increase  reading  speed  and  comprehension.  Returning 
alumni,  at  a  meeting  held  during  the  Christmas  recess,  ex- 
pressed gratitude  for  the  help  the  reading  program  had  given 
them  in  their  college  courses. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Women's  Auxiliary  to  Veterans 
of  Foreign  Wars,  an  essay  contest  was  held  among  the 
students  in  the  college  sections  of  the  ninth  and  tenth 
grades  on  civil  preparation  for  atomic  warfare.  Nancy 
Weeks  won  the  local  contest  and  the  state  contest,  so  her 
essay  was  entered  in  the  national  contest.  Other  winners 
were  Rose  Howe  and  Hesslar  Gates.  It  was  most  gratifying 
to  have  the  opportunity  and  to  have  their  efforts  meet  with 
such  success. 

Library 

Although  the  school  library  does  not  yet  meet  the  mini- 
mum standards  for  school  libraries,  some  progress  is  being 
made.  Twelve  books  have  been  purchased  this  Fall  through 
the  Town  Library.  The  book  sale  held  in  December  by  Old 
Fort  No.  4  Honor  Society  was  not  as  successful  a  venture  as 
the  one  held  in  May.  Ten  books  were  added  to  those  in  the 
library  by  the  Honor  Society  at  that  time.    The  small  ad- 
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mittance  fee  charged  Play  Night  has  been  used  toward  the 
purchase  of  some  excellent  titles  in  paperbacks. 

Dramatics 

Dramatics  has  always  been  a  most  popular  extra-curri- 
cular activity  at  Charlestown  High  School  and  this  year  has 
been  no  exception.  Although  it  was  hoped  Charlestown  High 
School  might  win  the  best  play  award  among  the  competition 
plays  presented  by  Alstead,  Walpole,  and  Charlestown  in 
April  at  Walpole,  New  Hampshire,  Walpole  High  School  was 
declared  the  winner.  However,  William  Wetherell  won  the 
best  actor  award.  On  play  Night,  held  at  the  High  School 
Auditorium  December  15,  plays  were  presented  in  competi- 
tion by  the  Junior,  Sophomore,  and  Freshman  classes.  The 
judges,  Mr.  Edwin  Morrill,  Mrs.  Mark  Worthley  and  Mrs. 
Clyde  Hunt,  selected  as  best  actress  Kayda  Smith,  and  as 
best  actor,  David  Decker.  The  best  play  chosen  was  the 
Sophomore  class  presentation,  "Three  Little  Words".  The 
Senior  Class  will  present  a  three  act  play  in  February.  Plays 
will  be  offered  in  competition  with  Walpole  and  Alstead  at 
Alstead  this  year  in  April,  and  for  the  small  school  Play  Fes- 
tival at  Durham,  N.  H.  March  24th  and  25th. 

Commercial  Department 

A  new  mimeograph  machine  has  been  purchased  for  use 
in  the  Commercial  Department.  This  machine  has  been  used 
advantageously  in  both  the  classroom  and  for  school  ac- 
tivities. Recently,  the  senior  office  practice  girls  completed 
a  unit  on  Art  mimeographing  in  which  the  emphasis  has 
been  on  designing  and  multi-color  work  for  stencil  dupli- 
cating. As  a  final  project,  they  designed  and  produced  their 
own  Christmas  cards. 

A  Commercial  Club  has  been  formed.  This  group  pre- 
pares all  the  programs  for  the  various  school  activities  and 
has  recently  taken  over  the  publication  of  the  school  news- 
paper, the  CHS  Spotlight.  Several  projects  have  been 
brought  into  the  school  and  these  girls  have  worked  on  them 
on  their  own  time.  In  return,  they  have  received  a  moderate 
fee  which  has  been  placed  in  a  special  fund  for  later  use. 
This  enables  the  student  to  have  a  better  insight  into  actual 
work  experience  and  provides  an  added  interest  in  the  de- 
partment. 
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In  addition  to  the  mimeograph  machine  and  the  regular 
typewriters,  the  students  have  the  opportunity  to  become 
acquainted  with  an  IBM  electric  typewriter,  one  electric  and 
one  manual  full  keyboard  adding  machine,  a  spirit  duplicator, 
and  a  mimeoscope  machine. 

Industrial  Arts  Department 

The  Industrial  Arts  program  is  fortunate  to  be  able  to 
provide  a  new  course  in  its  curriculum.  The  purchase  of  a 
new  metal  spinning  lathe  has  provided  an  opportunity  to 
explore  another  area  of  possible  employment  in  American 
industry.  Although  the  course  is  still  in  its  infancy,  we  hope 
to  explore  a  great  number  of  applications  in  this  field.  The 
field  is  only  limited  to  a  person's  scope  and  ability. 

Last  year  the  Industrial  Arts  students  participated  in 
the  5th  Annual  Student  Particpation  Industrial  Arts  Fair 
held  in  Littleton,  N.  H.  The  students  submitted  a  total  of 
13  projects  and  received  9  first  awards,  3  second  awards  and 
an  outstanding  award,  presented  by  the  Ford  Motor  Com- 
pany. With  only  50  such  awards  given  to  Industrial  Arts 
students  in  the  state,  this  is  an  outstanding  job  for  a 
student  in  our  Industrial  Arts  Program. 
Home  Economics 

Charlestown  will  represent  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
at  the  National  Cherry  Pie  Contest  held  in  Chicago  on 
February  22.  Susan  French  won  this  honor  for  our  school  by 
becoming  the  champion  pie  maker  at  the  local,  regional  and 
state  contests  held  at  Charlestown,  Lebanon  and  Durham. 

The  Future  Homemakers  of  America  has  continued  to 
be  active  in  its  organization.  Their  Christmas  project  was 
making  stuff'ed  animal  toys  for  the  children  of  Cedarcrest 
Home  in  Westmoreland. 

Carolyn  Robitille  has  been  nominated  to  the  National 
McCall  Teen  Fashion  Board.  This  group  is  interested  in 
sewing,  style  and  textile  problems  of  High  School  girls. 

Eleven  Senior  girls  have  taken  the  National  Betty 
Crocker  examination  in  search  of  the  Homemaker  of  To- 
morrow. 

Physical  Education 

During  the  National  Physical  Education  week  in  Feb- 
ruary of  1960,  the  students  at  Charlestown  High  School  were 
given  an  accredited  physical  fitness  test,  scaled  on  the  basis 
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of  age.    Results  of  the  tests  show  the  majority  of  the  stu- 
dents falHng  well  below  the  national  average. 

In  view  of  this,  the  department  has  selected  various 
pieces  of  equipment  designed  to  improve  upon  these  areas 
of  weakness.  New  equipment  purchased  last  year  were  two 
4'  X  10'  tumbling  mats.  Equipment  requested  in  the  budget 
this  year  includes  a  permanent  horizontal  bar  and  a  set  of 
permanent  rings.  The  purpose  behind  this  equipment  is  to 
enable  the  students  to  improve  their  degree  of  flexibility, 
and  strengthen  their  arms  and  legs,  as  well  as  to  improve 
their  physical  and  mental  makeup. 

Junior  High  Science 

The  main  goals  of  Junior  High  Science  are  to  provide 
a  basic  background  of  Science  information ;  to  develop  in  the 
student  an  ability  and  desire  to  use  scientific  methods ;  and 
to  stimulate  in  the  child  an  interest  in  science  which  will 
carry  into  everyday  aff"airs  and  which  will  lead  to  a  further 
study  of  science  in  High  School. 

The  addition  to  the  Junior  High  Science  room,  of  a 
portable  lab  table  with  its  own  water  source ;  propane  torch, 
electrical  outlet  and  all  equipment  necessary  for  standard 
science  work  has  added  immensely  to  the  achievement  of 
these  goals.  This  new  equipment  makes  it  possible  for  many 
experiments  and  demonstrations  to  be  carried  on  to  explain 
and  supplement  regular  classroom  work. 

Guidance 

In  the  field  of  guidance  we  are  carrying  out  our  com- 
prehensive four  year  testing  program  that  was  outlined  in 
last  year's  Town  Report. 

The  results  of  this  program  have  been  very  beneficial 
in  counseling  students.  Guidance  conferences  are  held  in  the 
Spring  for  the  incoming  Freshmen.  This  gives  the  students 
and  the  parents  the  opportunity  to  meet  the  Principal  and 
plan  their  four-year  High  School  program. 

In  the  Fall  the  same  type  of  conferences  are  held  with 
the  Seniors,  to  help  reach  a  decision  concerning  Post  High 
School  plans. 

A  graduate  follow-up  of  the  class  of  1960  shows  that  5 
are  married,  12  going  on  to  various  colleges,  1  unemployed, 
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3  working  in  industry,  3  in  retail  trade,  3  in  the  Army,  3  in 
the  Air  Force,  1  in  the  Marines,  1  in  Nurse's  Training,  1  in 
Trade  School,  and  1  in  office  work. 

Faculty  Professional  Advancement 

In  the  area  of  professional  advancement,  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  the  following  teachers  have  taken  professional 
improvement  courses  during  the  year:

HOLDEN  SCHOOL  -  PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

The  Holden  School  has  now  developed  the  ability  group- 
ing plan  and  its  remedial  program  beyond  the  experimental 
stage.  They  are  now  a  regular  and  accepted  part  of  the 
school  program.  However,  we  must  not  become  complacent 
with  matters  as  they  stand.  New  methods  and  ideas  need 
to  be  continually  studied  and  evaluated  to  be  certain  that  we 
are  giving  our  children  the  finest  education  possible.  Charles- 
town  is  very  fortunate  in  having  so  many  educationally 
minded  groups  to  aid  the  administration  and  the  teachers  in 
the  search  for  better  education. 

Again  this  year  the  P.T.A.  has  continued  its  project  to 
supplement  the  reading  books  available  to  the  school  chil- 
dren. Over  $200  worth  of  books  have  been  ordered  this  year. 
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These  books  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the  children  and  the 
teachers,  not  only  for  the  many  hours  of  pleasure  which  they 
give,  but  for  the  immeasurable  aid  they  give  in  supplement- 
ing the  regular  reading  program. 

A  source  of  relief  to  both  parents  and  teachers  has  been 
the  blocking  off  of  School  Street  between  the  hours  of  7:45 
A.  M.  and  4:00  P.  M.,  while  school  is  in  session.  This  has  not 
only  reduced  the  traffic  danger  near  the  school,  but  has  added 
a  small  amount  of  play  area  to  our  overcrowded  playground. 
The  addition  of  a  traffic  guard  at  the  Keil  Lock  Company 
crossing  has  also  added  a  great  deal  of  relief  to  everyone's 
mind.  Thanks  go  to  Supt.  Stickney  and  the  P.T.A.  for  the 
amount  of  time  and  effort  that  was  necessary  to  bring  about 
these  much  needed  changes. 

Our  sincere  thanks  go  to  the  Mother's  Club  and  the 
P.T.A.  for  the  time  and  money  spent  in  making  our  teachers' 
room  a  very  pleasant  place  in  which  to  work  and  relax.  Two 
new  easy  chairs,  new  drapes,  and  the  refinishing  of  the  old 
furniture  have  contributed  greatly  in  making  the  days  more 
pleasureable  for  each  teacher. 

A  study  is  being  made  by  the  Holden  School  faculty  to 
evaluate  the  present  testing  program.  At  present,  intelli- 
gence tests  are  given  in  grades  one,  three  and  six ;  achieve- 
ment tests  are  given  once  a  year  to  all  grades  in  the  Spring 
of  the  year ;  reading  tests  are  given  in  grades  one  and  two  at 
the  conclusion  of  each  reading  text  and  reading  readiness 
tests  are  given  to  incoming  first  graders.  Our  goal  is  to 
evaluate  the  validity  and  effectiveness  of  this  program  and 
to  see  what,  if  necessary,  should  be  done  to  make  this  pro- 
gram more  sucessful. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the 
fine  cooperation  exhibited  by  the  School  Board,  administra- 
tion, teachers,  staff  and  service  organizations  of  the  town 
during  the  past  year.

SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 

In  submitting  my  eighth  annual  report  as  School  Nurse 
for  Supervisory  Union  No.  5,  I  would  like  to  cite  some  of 
the  changes  beneficial  to  the  School  Health  Program  which 
have  been  made  during  this  eight  j^ear  period. 

Eight  years  ago  Supervisoiy  Union  No.  5  was  made  up 
of  eight  school  districts  in  which  there  were  a  total  of  22 
schools.  In  five  of  these  districts  heating  and  sanitary 
facilities  represented  serious  health  problems.  Heating  these 
particular  school  buildings  was  next  to  impossible  during 
the  severe  winter  weather.  The  only  persons  in  the  school 
who  could  keep  warm  were  those  seated  near  the  stove.  In 
most  instances  the  stove  had  to  be  fed  frequently  with  chunk 
wood.  I  recall  one  severe  winter  when  it  was  necessary  to 
close  the  school  buildings  in  one  district  for  three  weeks  be- 
cause they  could  not  be  heated.  Frequently  children,  of 
necessity,  sat  in  school  with  heavy  jackets  and  boots  in  order 
to  keep  warm.  Sanitary  facilities  were  at  a  minimum  in 
these  buildings.  Water  for  drinking  and  hand  washing  was 
carried  into  these  schools  from  a  nearby  water  supply  which 
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had  been  tested  and  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 
Lighting  in  these  buildings  was  also  poor. 

Geographically  these  areas  were  widely  separated  and 
the  large  number  of  buildings  necessitated  miles  of  time  con- 
suming travel.  This,  in  turn,  curtailed  the  Nurse's  services 
to  the  children  in  school  as  well  as  home  visits  and  con- 
ferences with  parents. 

Today  Supervisory  Union  No.  5  is  comprised  of  six 
school  districts,  one  of  which  is  a  cooperative  serving  two 
communities.  There  is  a  total  of  nine  buildings  in  the  Union. 
Each  of  these  buildings  is  equipped  with  modern  heating 
units,  excellent  sanitary  facilities  and  adequate  lighting. 
Hot  water  is  provided  in  all  buildings.  The  total  environ- 
ment in  the  present  school  buildings  is  one  conducive  to  good 
health  and  good  health  habits. 

The  smaller  number  of  school  buildings  affords  more 
time  for  the  School  Nurse  to  spend  in  the  school,  as  well  as 
more  time  for  home  calls  and  parent  conferences,  which  are 
so  important. 

New  equipment  to  improve  testing  programs  has  been 
purchased.  Namely:  an  Audiometer  for  hearing  tests,  an 
Orthorater  for  vision  tests  and  a  Wood's  light  for  detecting 
scalp  ringworm.  This  equipment  makes  for  greater  accuracy 
in  the  testing  programs. 

Improvements  such  as  those  above  certainly  create  a 
healthful  environment  w^hich  in  turn  makes  for  better  edu- 
cation and  more  wholesome  living. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  extend  my  appreciation  to 
all  of  you  who  have  been  so  interested  in  the  School  Health 
Program  and  who  have  helped  in  so  many  ways.
